AST November tha United 

Nations Assembly udupted 
n proposal that a amall sub- 
committee be formed to 
study disarmament, The 
proposal embraced atomic 
and conventional weapona 
and although Russia and 
her satellites declined to 
vote the Soviet Union 
agreed to tuke part, Hopes 
rose but were quickly 
destroyed and no decisions 
were made or recommended 
at the London talks 
The pattern Is all toe 
familiar and since 146 the 
same phrases have been 
used without gain—except 
possibly lo the Soviet Cnion, 
There is jus there always 
has been agreement mn 
principle that the use ana 
manufacture of atomic 
weapons be probibited wna 


such prohibition be necom- > 


panied by a form of inter: 
national control, Husa 
insists that prohibition be 
immediate and uncon. 
ditional, international con-. 
trol coming Inter, Hut to;

puus the position remains 
unchanged from 1948 when 
the first Atomic Commission 
was deadlocked for the same 
reason, it is the same with 
conventional weapons and 
the strength of the armed 
forces. Here — tuo the 
Russians have been stand- 
ing rigidly and unyjeldingly 
by the demand they put 
forward years ago and 
which they know cannot 
possibly be accepted, 
Russia's proposal that all 
nations, especially the Great 
Powers, reduce their armed 
forces by one third has only 
found support with her 
satellites. The reason being 
that os the total strength 
of the Soviet forces ia a 
closely guarded secret it is 


quite Impossible to assess 
what the offect of “blind” 
acceptance of such an 
undertaking would be. It 
would, as far as is known, 
lenve .the Soviet bloc with 
a great preponderance of 
conventional armaments and 
forcea and the effect of this 
would be greatly increased 
‘Yf the proposal were adopted 
without oa simultancous 
solution of as roblem of 
atomic control. The depress- 
ing feature of the Sub- 
Committee meeting has 
been that the ‘Soviet, 
delegation | has simply 
repented proposals which 
have. been — thoroughly 
examined, discussed and 
rejected ‘over and over 
again: in the ‘past,’ even 
though. the other. countries 
have-made it clear that they

Pathetic Scenes 
Of Victims 


At Kowloon Tsai 


The death roll after the disastrous 2'4-hour 
blaze which swept through the valley of Tai Hang 
Tung, Kowloon Tsai, yesterday afternoon, has 


risen to seven. 


Of the six casualties detained in 
Hospital yesterday, a nine-year-old child, Yan Yuk- 
lin, and an unidentified woman estimated to he 


about 40 years of age, died during the night. 


In addition there are five other dead, including 
two children whose bodies have not yet been recovered 


from the gutted ruins of the settlement. 


The fire started at about 6.30 
p.m. yesterday behind the 
Young Hwa Film Studios at 
Boundary Street, and by the 
time the Flre Brigade = arrived 
on the scene It had alrecidy 
spread up both aldes of the 
bottleneck valley razing 
thousands of Almay squatter 
huts. Fanned by strong 
south-westerly wind the fire 
raged out of control for scme- 
time, while firmen tried te 
drug their hoses near it 

Registration of the fire 
victims, which began imincdlate- 
ly after the fire yesterday, con- 
tinued all through the night, 
When this task was taken over 
by the Social Welfare OMce 
from the Resettlement Depurt- 
ment 3° 8.15 am. today—i,738 
familles had been regictered. 
representing from 5,000 to 6,000 
fire victims, 

The Hon. T, L. Bowring and 
Mr W. W. C, Shewan, Director 
and Assistant Director of the 
Public Works Department, 
visited the scene of the disaster 
this morning to survey the 
possibilitics of clearing the arca.

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Doctors’ Plot Sequel 


Soviet 
- Security 


Chief 


Executed 


London, July 23. 
The former Deputy Minis- 
ler of State Security of the 
Soviet Union, Mr D. Riumin, 
has ‘been executed under a 
death sentence passed’ by a 
military court, the official 
Soviet news agency, Tass, 

announced this morning. 


Mr Riumin was the official 
responsible for the arrest of oO 
group of Kremlin doctors shortly 
before the death of Stalin, The 
doctors were exonerated and 
released after Stalin's death. 


The Soviet Communist Party 
newspaper Pravda reported in 
April, 1983, that Riumin had 
been arrested in connection 
with the cas: of the Mescow 
doctors . 


{The doctors wer? first ecoused 
of plotting against the lives 
of Soviet leaders. Then on 
April 4, 1993, about a month 
after Stalin’s death, the 
Mmistry of Internal Affalrs an- 
nounced the doctors had been 
exonerated and freed. 


FIFTEEN MENTIONED 


Fifteen doctors were mention- 
ed. Tho Ministry said investiga- 
tions hod shown the charges 
ayainst them were false and that 
thelr “confessions” had been 
obtained by the former Mintstry 
of State Sccurity—later merged 
with the Ministry of Internal 
Affairs under Layrentt P. Berla, 
who was also executed—by 
methods most strictly forbidden 
by Soviet law.

Excavations, carried on inter- 
mittenly since 1012, have Jately 
revealed that here was ao flour~ 
ishing Byzantine city of the 
sioth century, with numerous 
churches and streets, Valuable 
mosuics have been found, to- 
gether with the remains of ao 
30 motres by 20 metres (97 
feet by 66 feet approximately) 
basilica, and coins, 


The mosaics, copies of which 
are in the Belgrade National 
Museum, are similar to ones In 
ConstanUlnople dating back to 
Justinian’s time and are im- 
portant to the study of the 
formation of the Byzantine 
style in art. 

The remaina are so extensive 
that archacologists of the Serb 
Academy of Solence  belleve 
that this must be the site of 
Justintana Frima, 


FOUNDED TWO CITIES 


Justinian, who relgned at 
Constantinople from A.D, 527 to 
565, is known to have founded 
two cities, Justinfana Prima and 
Justinjana Secunda, in what to- 
day is southern Yugovalavio. 

nda wos near Gracanica 
in south-west Serbla, while 
Prima had hitherto been sup- 
posed to be the same as Skupt, 
now Skoplje the capital of 
Macedonia. 

Caricin Grad, which literally 
means the Fortress of the Em- 
Es has surprised actentists 

the paucity of inscriptions 
excavated there. So far, o: 
one monogram bas been found, 
at the head of a column, and it 
might be that of  elther 
Justinian, Justin of Anastasia. 

Tho latter two immediately 
preceded Justinian on the 
throne at Constantinople.

lisarius, fought wars in 
Persia, North Africa and Naly.

Addis Ababa, July 22. 
Thirteen years ago British Empire forces liberated Ethiopia 
from the short-lived grip of Italian Fascist imperialism. 
British prestige and influence were then high. 


British prestige today is still high here, but the dominant 
influence in Ethiopia, enlarged by federation with neighbouring 
Eritrea, has passed from British into United States hands. 


In fact, nowhere in the vast African Continent have the Americans a 
stronger grip than in the Kingdom of the Lion of Judah, Emperor Haile Selassie 
I, where the Russians maintain a strong diplomatic mission and run a hospital.
